as archaic and declared that govern-' 
ment control of corporations eventually 
would come. 


Mr. Gary asserted that the steel 


corporation would welcome such 
a. 


change and would be glad if the gov- 
ernment would go so far as to dic- 
tate the prices of steel products.

a conference would be held In Brus- 
sels, July 5 and 6, to organize an In- 


l' ternatlonal steel Institute similar to 


the American Iron and steel Institute. 


The latter, he asserted, was formed 


to prevent demoralization In trade and 
to permit an exchange of ideas for the 
betterment of the steel industry. In

U 
would be well for us to realize that 
the business of an American is to 
have a mind of his own: to gather 
together facts and not fancies, and 
then with a patriotic judgment, to 
determine whether a proposal is one 
which will inure to the common good 
without being subversive of our prin- 
ciples of government. It is in such 
a spirit that I nesire to present to 
you the conditions which led to the 
presentation of the new constitution 
to the sober consideration ot the 
voters of Indiana.

THE WOOL SCHEDULE. 


"The house democrats have drawn the tariff lines on 


the wool schedule about midway between present 
duties and no duties at all. The cry of freer wool, 
not free wool, becomes the reversing slogan of the 
party on the question of that commodity and the word 
from Washington is that the democrats of the house 
feel they have disposed of the vexing issue with un- 
limited adroitness, notwithstanding the attitude as- 
sumed by Mr. Bryan. 


There is no sense in attempting to disguise the mat- 


ter. The democratic leaders were afraid that to go 
before the country with the old inscription on its ban- 
ners would mean rural antagonism that might in the 
sequel spell disaster and they believe the democratic 
party has a better than even chance in the national 
election next year. They have made very material 
reductions in the wool schedule—reductions sufficient 
to give the country some relief and yet retaining 
enough duty to answer the free trade argument. Raw 
wpol and manufactured woolens will come in much 
cheaper. Dress fabrics and carpets are freed of a very 
large part of the duties they now bear and these items 
will make appeal to the women in very strong fashion. 
The.effect on manufacturing industries in woolens, if 
the schedule becomes the law, will disclose whether 
the democratic caucus has gone far enough in relieving 
the consumer or too far to keep these industries bol- 
stered. 


The argument presented in caucus that the extra- 


vagance of the government makes, it unwise to abol- 
ish the duties on wool because too great a depletion of 
the revenues may breed a serious deficit is probably not 
sincere. The leaders of the house are afraid of the po- 


., Jij^ca-V:consequences of free wool. It will fool no one 


to;make excuses. Nor will it hide the fact that other 
democrats are against free wool for a different reason. 


Having got the Lorimer matter for the present off 


its hands the senate will now proceed, aftSr two 
months getting ready, to put the finishing touches to 
its preparations to wade into Mr. Taft's Canadian re- 
ciprocity bill. And in this case "wading in" will mean

WILL PROBE LORIMER AGAIN. 


'After several weeks of lively contention the senate 


has resolved upon another investigation of the Lorimer 
case. -The Martin resolution, which commits this new 
inquiry to the hands of the regular committee on 
privileges and elections, was adopted by the senate 
despite the sturdy fight waged by Senator LaFolIette 
to -put the inquiry in charge of a special committee to 
be' named by the senate and to embrace senators who 
are -for the most part young in servioe and who -had 
TO- hand in the earlier fiasco by which the junior'sena- 
' tor from Illinois was "vindicated." There is, however, 
a tacit agreement that the regular committee will rep- 
resent to the senate its inability to conduct the in- 
quiry and request that authority to do so be given to 
a selected committee. The resolution providing for 
the inquiry directs an investigation of the "jackpot" 
fund of the Illinois legislature with a view to ascer- 
taining what part it played in the "putting over" of 
Lorimer. This will doubtless tear wide open the cor- 
ruption in the Illinois legislature and shed much light 
on the affairs of the session two years ago when Lori- 
mer was elected. However, the definite purpose of 
the senate is to discover how Lorimer got his seat; to 
find out where the money came from that it is known 
was spent to get votes for him. This will involve an 
inquiry into the activities of Edward Hines and Ed- 
ward Tilden and the interest and participation of the 
lumber trust and the packing trust in the election of 
Lorimer. To ascertain that much will be a sufficient re- 
ward and will satisfy all reasonable public expectation. 
That Lorimer will be driven from the senate is a con- 
clusion that need not wait upon the investigation. The 
senate already is prepared to do that. It is essential to 
know to a certainty who it was "put Lorimer over." 


(Kansas City Star.) 


The supreme court decisions in the two great trust cases 


seem to Indicate that a corporation may carry on a gigantic 
business without legal interference so long as It does not 
monopolize or attempt to monopolize the industry in which 
it is engaged, and so long as Ita operations do not result in 
unreasonable restraint of trade. 


But how is big business to be carried on without tending 


inevitably toward monopoly and restraint of trade in the 
sense of restricting competition? The very essence of big 
business, with its vast financial resources and its varied 
facilities, is to make, competition practically impossible for 
a smaller concern. 


How, then, are the affairs of the American Tobacco com- 


pany and the Standard Oil company to be readjusted so 
that their business may be carried on In conformance to 
the requirements of the law? 


Each is a holding company owning tlje stock of a large 


number of operating companies. If the holding company 
is dissolved and the shares of the constituent companies 
are distributed pro rata among the present owners of shares 
of the holding company, a few men win still control the 
business and each constituent company will be operated ut 
the direction of these few men, and they will not compete 
with one another. The form, but not the essential character 
<of the monopoly, will be changed. The men In control will 
be violating the law and another suit will be necessary to 
break up the monopoly. 


Unless the country is determined to return to the com- 


petitive conditions of fifty years ago, it Is likely to look 
for a solution in accordance with the suggestions repeat- 
edly urged by ex-President Roosevelt. 
"There must be," 


he said at Osawatomie, "some affirmative national control, 
on terms which will secure publicity^in the affairs of and 
complete supervision and control over the big, nation-wide 
business corporations; a control that will prevent and not 
legalize abuses." 


Court procedure is too slow. 
Some other method of 


control -must be worked out. But the American people are 
eminently practical. They can be trusted to solve the prob- 
lems that are presented without interrupting legitimate 
business activity or stopping progress.

RUSSIA AND THE JEWS. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


It is announced that Russia has graciously consented to 


recognize American passports In the 'hands o£ American 
citizens of Jewish birth. How effective the new regulation 
will prove is yet to be seen. An ordinary passport seem- 
ingly is not sufficient, since the Russian embassy In Wash- 
ington is to issue passports to identify American Jewish 
business men. However, it is said that there are to be 
no more obstructions of any kind placed in the tvay of 
American Jews who seek to enter the czar's dominions on 
legitimate business. 
It Is explained that this concession 


was not made In response to threats of abrogating our 
treaty with Russia, but that it "results from a more liberal 
view that has been taken In Russia as a matter of sound 
internal administration." Indeed, it is said that the whole 
passport system will soon be abolished, and that free entry 
will be allowed to persons of all religions or races—though, 
of course, the Jews would have to observe the laws as to 
residence that apply to the Jewish subjects of the czar. 


We doubt whether this spirit of liberalism would have 


developed so rapidly had it not been for the steady pressure 
of the American government for the recognition of Ameri- 
can passports. 
But the point is not one of much im- 


portance. The great thing- is that Russia is now proposing 
to act Justly in the matter. We on o.ur side ought to be ablo 
to Judge with some gentleness those who are the victims of 
race prejudice, for we ourselves are not free from it.- Bui 
in this case there was a plain question of right And the 
right was, not that the Jews should be admitted because 
they were Jews, but because they were American citizens 
All that was asked was that Russia should meet her treaty 
obligations.

whatever as to the manner in which 
a. new constitution may be adopted 
by the people. That omission has 
led to different theories as to how, 
If at all. we can ever get a^ new con- 
stitution. Some have contended that 
it must be by a constitutional con- 
vention authorized by the general 
asiembly; others, that It must be by 
a convention called by the people; 
and still others, among whom are 
dUtlncuished lawyers, have con- 
tended that nothing can be done ex- 
cept to amend the present document 
In the manner prescribed by It. 


One thing la sure—the document 


wag not Intended to prevent the peo- 
ple from promoting the common- 
weal. It« sole purpose was to pre- 
serve the inalienable rights -of man 
and to furnish the best 
working 


model for the administration of pub- 
lic affairs consistent with the needs 
and demands of the age. It has a 
very unusual clause, however, with 
reference to the 
presentation of 


amendments. 
It requires that an 


amendment must first be proposed 
and paaied by one general assembly, 
that it must then pass a second gen- 
eral assembly and then be presented 
to the qualified voters of the state 
for adoption or rejection. To be ac- 
cepted or rejected, a majority of all 
the votes cast at the election must 
be recorded either for or against It, 
and while one amendment Is pending 
no new amendment can be presented. 
From 
time to time we have had 


amendments proposed-and from time 
to time they have neither been adopt- 
de nor rejected, because a majority 
of all the votes cast at the election 
was not received for or against At 
the last general election, for tho 
third time the lawyers' qualification 
amendment was not ratified, al- 
though it received a very large- ma- 
jority of those voting upon It 


Therefore, those who were desir- 


ous of equal suffrage found them- 
selves unable to present such an 
amendment to the legislature; those 
who believed in statewide prohibi- 
tion likewise could not; nor could 
those who believed In the Initiative, 
referendum and recall. 
Each pro- 


posed reform or change found itself 
suddenly stopped. It was suggested 
to me that an act authorizing a spe- 
cial election upon the question of the 
qualifications of attorneys should be 
passed. I, found, upon investigation, 
that the expense of such an election 
would he not less than $100,000. I 
also found that In no possible event 
could the people vote upon any 
change In their organic law at any 
regular election earlier than 1914.

I had become convinced, in talk- 


ing with thoughtful men throughout 
this state, that there undoubtedly 
were certain changes In the'constitu- 
tion which would meet the approval 
of right thinking men regardless of 
their political views. I had also be- 
come convinced that It would cost 
much to hold a constitutional con- 
vention and that a convention/might 
never agree upon a document to be 
presented to the people. I found that 
the expense -of tna constitutional 
convention ol 1861 •was'$82,B36.B7, and 
this at a time when everything was 
more cheaply done than' at presehi 
and when the compensation of the 
members was limited to -$3.00 per 
diem. With various views touching 
equal suffrage, statewide prohibition 
the Initiative, referendum and recall 
commission form of government for 
cities, etc., 'extant, the result of a 
convention at the present time would 
be, I concluded, greatly in doubt. I 
believed then as I do now that such 
a convention would be fraught with 
great danger and would shake the 
state into a passion by the bitter- 
ness which the various advocates of 
proposed reforms would display. I 
could not see how It would be oth- 
erwise than that political rancor and( 
party spirit would very largely enter 
into the personnel of the conven- 
tion. I thlnk-I was right, for.a large 
number of partisans are now as- 
saulting the new constitution, not by 
reason of any change in our system 
of government which It contains, but 
because of a desire to ruin the stand-* 
ing.of the governed of Indiana with 
the people of his state. I am con- 
vinced that If a constitutional con- 
vention- did succeed In presenting a 
new document that the document it- 
self would be rendered uncertain or 
unwise by the ' intensity of politi- 
cal prejudices. 
Such a convention 


would be long drawn out and ex- 
pensive. I could not figure the ef- 
pense at less than $450,000—nearly a 
half million of the people's money— 
to depend upon a mere chance. 


It, 'therefore, impressed me that to 


spend $100,000 to dispose of the ques- 
tion of the lawyers' qualifications 
and wait until 1914 to submit an- 
other amendment or to spend-a half 
million dollars and take the chance 
of a constitutional convention sub- 
mitting a document which would 
meet with approval, would be un- 
wise, bad financially and bad politi- 
cally for the people of the state.

Men and 
women are entitled to life, to liberty, 
and to the pursuit of happiness, but 
they are not entitled, Inherently, to 
the right to vote. Suffrage is grant- 
ed to that class of citizens which it 
is deemed will use. that-right most 
wisely for all/ - There Is no partlcu- 


' lar reason why twenty-one 
years 


should be designated as the age 
when a male should begin voting 
save that the common'judgment of 
mankind is that the average man 
reaches his maturity then. There is 
no particular reason why a man 
should hold a certain term of resi- 
dence before voting save that it is 
deemed wise for him thus to reside 
In order to properly acquaint himself 
with political and social conditions.

constitution of 1816 required 


every person to.be a citizen.of the 
United States before he could vote 
Our present constitution permits 
foreigner who has been in America 


one year and declared his intention 
to become a citizen of the United 
States to vote, provided he possesse* 
the residential qualifications.

change from the constitution of 1816 
to the constitution of 18B1 was made 
for the purpose of attracting Immi- 
grants to the state of Indiana. It i» 
common knowledge, based not upon 
theory but upon actual experience, 
that the unrestrained granting ot th« 
right of franchise to mankind at 
large has proven to bo one of 'th« 
dangerous experiments in govern- 
ment.

United States before voting. 


Tlje n«v constitution provides that 


every voter must live twelve months 
In Indiana, must be a citizen of the , 
United States of twenty-one years ' 
or upward, must have the township 
and precinct residential 
qualifica- 


tions and must have paid his poll 
tax for the current year and the 
preceding year without delinquency. 


It also provides that after Novem- 


ber 1. 1913. there shall be registra- 
tion and that thereafter there shall 
)e admltted^to registration no per- 
*on who cannot read any section of 
the constitution of the United States 
In English or some 
other 
known 


tongue. 
This is no stronger than 


nine-tenths of the constitutions of 
America. I hope that partisanship 
will not run sp mad in the boasted . 
party of Intelligence that the party ! 
will assault this clause and thereby 
admit that it is banking on ignorance 
and not on intelligence to restore it 
to power.

Many laws are held unconstitu- 


tional because of defects in the title. 
The new constitution provides that a 
comprehensive name may be suf- 
ficient for a legislative enactment.

evil which the legislature is con- 
stantly seeking to remedy by enact- 
ing laws applicable .to cities of, say, 
riot more than 10,000 population nor 
less than 9,999.

ernor by the new document, for it

' vides that the governor may veto 


any individual Item or items in an 
appropriation bill while approving th 
bill as a whole. The present vet 
is no veto at all. 
He should either 


have power or not. My impression is 
that he should have power and more 
particularly that he should have the 
power-to yeto item or items in ap- 
propriation bills because the 
log- 


rolling system of '.'you vote for my 
bill and I'll vote' for yours" has done 
more toward spending the people's 


. money .than any other evil in our 


system of government. 


State and county officials, except 


. judges, are all given a four years' 


tenure of office, and no person except 
a judge is 'eligible to more than four 


. .years in any period of eight. This 


eliminates the playing of politics for 
re-elecUon and enables the officer -to 
devote his-time exclusively to the 
duties of his office. I know no reason 
why the clerk, auditor and recorder 
should be elected for four years and 
'the sheriff, coroner and surveyor'for 
two.

Great confusion has arisen from 


"our judicial decisions, and a spirit of 
envy and discontent is traceable to 
the existence ot both a supreme and 
an appellate court. 
These courts 


now consist of eleven judges. 
The 


new constitution-proposes that there 
shall be a supreme court of eleven 
judges. 
This would enable us to 


abolish the appellate-xourt and pre- 
vent confusion in our decisions. 


The new constitution provides that 


on petition of twenty-five percentum 


' of the qualified voters of the state 


the general assembly may adopt laws 
providing for the initiative, referen- 
dum and recall, both of state and lo- 
cal application, but that no bill to 
the recall'of the judiciary shall ever 
be passed. It may be said that I my 
self am deserting the ideals of th 
lathers and that 1 am in favor of in 
initiative, referendum and recall, 
am not in favor of the operation fo 
appendicitis, but I am in favor of 1 
if it is necessary to save life. I arn 
not in favor of incarceration, but 
am in favor of it if it is necessary t 
preserve peace, quietude and gooc 
order. I am not in favor of closin 
up highways whfch crosss railroad 
but 1 am in favor of putting up dan 
ger signs. As a principle of govern 
merit. I am not enamored of the in 
Kiative. referendum and recall, and 
do not thing the facts have yet bee 
gleaned to determine whether. In Jn 
diana. this principle is either' neces 
cary or advisable. We do not kno 
whether it Is the fault ot legislate 
or the fault ot voters that represen 
tatives <lo not represent the peop 
•Ton can rtm down scarcely any gre 
evil that you do not trace it to t 
door of a man who speaks 
«nd act* -wrongly.

Jt mai 
be that the whole oody o£ the people 
need a rebaptism of patriotic fire 
and a new desire -to have things 
which are for the common good jn- 
stead of for the larger good, and. it 
•we find such to he the condition, in 
my judgment, it Is far better to im- 
prove the patriotic condition of the 
individual citizen than to change our 
system of government. 
It may be 


well t'o'ascertan whether the peopled 
government has been wrested from 
them or whether they have volun- 
tarily given it away. vlt might pay to 
determine whether it is necessary to 
destroy it in order to recover it. As 
Its recovery must be 
wholly by 


peaceable means, it may be advisable 
to ascertain what are the advantages 
ot the new over 
the 
old before 


adopting them. Experiments are be- 
ing tried in other states. 
Let us 


watch their results, adopt them if 
good, avoid them if evil. 


But I am one of those who believe 


that theories must 
Inevita.Wy go 


down in the face of conditions 
Therefore, I am in favor of putting 
this guide-post in the constitution o! 
our state to warn the legislator that 
his business is to serve the people. 
that he is not in office ss the hirci 
attorney ot corporations or any class 
of citizens to procure enactment- 
•which trill he for their special bene 
fi': to w.-irn him that there is a poin 
neyond which he dare not go. an< 
that if he does we are goin? to 
mand. regardless of all our precon 
celled theories of government, tha 
he grve us a chance to reject thos 


things which we believe to be vicious 
and to adopt good legislation which 
we believe he has refused to pass 
for us. 
It is intended only as a 


warning and' yet it may be made use 
of as a safety appliance in the event 
of danger. I cannot well see how it 
will fail to meet with the approval of 
the people of Indiana. 


Under the new constitution the 


general assembly may provide for 
the qualifications of persons admitted 
to the practice of law. hi the present 
constitution every person of good 
moral character is entitled to prac- 
tice. 
I now come to the most important 


part so far as the future is con- 
cerned. The new constitution pro- 
vides that an 'amendment may be 
proposed by a genera) assembly anc 
immediately voted upon by the peo- 
ple ot the state, and that it shal" 
become a part of the constitution i 
a majority of the electors 
voting 


upon it vote favorably. 
A political 


party may declare for or against nn 
amendment and have the amendment 
printed as a -part of its ticket. It is 
provided, too, that no new constitu- 
tion shall ever be submitted until 
after a constitutional convention has 
been held. It may be thought that 
this is an unusual provision. It must 
not be forgotten, however, that the 
present 
constitution totally lacks 


any clause for the calling of a, con- 
stitutional 
convention. 
Therefore. 


the legislature is the only body which 
could present a new constitution. 
It 


must not be forgotten also that the 
new constitution can be amended— 
while the old one seems\impossible 
of amendment. Xor must it be for- 
gotten, that as many amendments as 
the legislature desires to submit may 
be submitted to the voters of the 


state at one and the same time. 


The rights o£ all persons elected 


now, or to be elected at the next gen- 
eral election, are preserved. 


Thus, in brief, and without elab- 


oration, the changes from the old to 
the new have in plain language been 
set out. My countrymen, it is your 
indefeasible right as declared from 
the beginnings of this government to 
alter and reform your constitution. 
It has never been surrendered by 
you; it could not be taken away from 
you by your fathers. 
It is yours 


here and now to exercise as seems 
best to you. That right is solemnly 
stated in your present document. 
Your present document in unamend- 
able by reason of its conditions and 
the decision of the supreme court, 


The changes are few. 
They are 


conservative 
in 
thefr 
character. 


When adopted by you, it will give all 
those who have special views and 
ideas an opportunity to voice those 
views and to obtain, if they can, the 
consent ot the general assembly to 
the presentation ot those views by 
way of amendment, for adoption or 
rejection by the people. So reason- 
able are these changes that it ha: 
been claimed that they are hut 
amendments, and that the people, 
therefore, must not vote uT>on them 
I can not with propriety discuss this 
legal question. I can, however, re- 
, call my experience before a Justice 
of the peace in Northern 
Indiana 


who admitted that my client was no 
guilty of assault and battery. l>u 
said that I had forgotten one thing- 
that the fight occurred on Sunday 
and so my client was fined a dolla 
and costs. 
It's a new constitution 


but its opponents say I have for 
gotten that the seneral assembly 


presented it to the people, and that, 
therefore, the people ought to reject 
it, although they want it.

four republicans and four democrats, 
four of whom voted for the conviction 
and four for the acquittal of the sena- 
tor at the last session.

TALKS 
AT ST/ PAUL! 


St. Paul, Minn., June 2.—W. J.Bryan 


at the banquet of northwestern dem- 
ocrats last night did not indicate his 
preference for a presidential candidate 
in 1912, nor was any action taken'by 
delegates present from the northwest- 
ern states showing their preference. 
Mr. Bryan, however, spoke in high 
terms of Governor Burke of North Da- 
kota and former Governor Folk of Mis- 
souri, both of whom were present. He 
referred to them as "candidates for the 
presidency" jnd said should either be 
nominated he would travel about the 
country and work In his behalf. 


Colonel Bryan, denounced the deci- 


sion of the supreme court of the United 
States on the tobacco and Standard 
Oil cases, saying that Chief Justice 
White had been waiting for 
fifteen 


years to write the words "reasonable" 
and "unreasonable" to throw his pro- 
tecting arms around the trusts and to 
tell them how to escape. 


Colonel Bryan said conditions in the 


United States senate are still bad, 
though not so bad as last year. "Sen- 
ator Martin, the minority leader." said 
Mr. Bryan, "spends his time trying to 


one class and gives to another, a moral 
question Is presented. Wealth created 
by legislation must in the nature of 
things be drawn from the public and 
It Is unjust for all the people to be 
taxed in order that a few. may profit. 


"A' tariff other than for revenue is 


merely a legalized graft. There should 
be no tariff at all merely for the sake 
of protection. The congressman who 
votes for protection on something pro- 
duced In his district cannot deny the 
demands of other congressmen for a- 
larger share of the tariff plunder for 
their districts."

of law the shopkeeper was ordered to 
refund ten shillings to the customer.

out at a startling rate. It is 'reckoned 
that there is usually a hundred'-mlllion 
pounds in gold coin In England; a very 
large proportion of which Is locked In 
the strong rooms of banks. Yet of that 
which is in active circulation the wast- ;
